TlM Bold Rowsue of a Captain's 

I<4dy-Ii0ve. 

It WM at Conttantlnopla. Wafound oor- 
solvea ill a Uoet of stztjr v«eeo1a, of all na- 
tions. Ours wus the oiilv vessel living the 
Aiuoruan llajf. 

The tinio hangs heavily when ships are 
'Waiting for treighta or winds to atan them 
Jnto active setrice. Pera hod bvcomu drend- 
ftilly (lull to us, nnd W(3 hml riouo up Con- 
Bliinlinoplc and the siirrduii liiit; oouiiti-y lo 
«ur hoart'i content With the exception of 
•n ocouional dtaaer at tba Conaulate, thero 
wa« no recreation lo be had— no theaters or 
P'JciBS. A doien of us tried lo swim the 
Hnsporus triiin the point from which Byron 
Was aaid to have staricd. Ho must have 
ucoPmpUshed his leut In the summer, for 
ve signally failed tn iho attempt, owing to 
the feniperature ol tha wat«Mnill were 
elad rnnu^'h to be taken on boart our boats 
bolorc wo got hair way. ' ' 

por ODly rMort was a hotel which was 
. kept by the wife of the oaptain of the port. 
'' who was in exile for murder. She was u 
true tyiK) of Grecian beauty, a native of 
AthoDB, Just ««cb a person us the baixl who 
atvam ao wall would Immorlalixe in trarse. 
Between tba hotel and the landing where 
we took our boats for ilio ship was a dis- 
tance of about throp-quartorg of a mile. 
Most of the streets were guarded by gales, 
which wera closed ak aigbt, when' no one 
was allowed to paas— unless sailoni, who 
with n few piasters <-ould bribe the guiinl 
to ti])oii fur llioiu at any time. We ni vcr 
vcuturod to bo out late unless wo were a 
doienor so stroDg; then we would sally 
fofili, lantern In'ona hand and pistol la the 
other, roady to dt-fer.d ourselves agaioat 
rubbers, who did um hesitate to tak* Ufa. 
The Turkish authorities took no notice of 
troubles arising among foreigners. Tba 
contuls were supposed tn care for the in- 
toreata of their own people. I saw a Orcek 
Ktaband rob an Austrian ru|ita.n within 
twenty feet of a Turkish guar\l,'who did not 
Interfere, and who abowed loss interest 
than be would nave shown at a light be- 
tween two packs of dogs. 

The street which was our regul.ir route 
to the ship had a gate and a guard-house at 
either and. Blaak walls about twenty feat 
high extended some flve hundred feet along 
both sides of the street. Ilcliind these walls 
were Iho palace.-i of two of the grand 
Pashas. We could only suctho windows of 
the upper stories, the magniticeuce within 
was left to our imagination. As wo were 
walking past one afternoon one of the 
windows wa.s suddenly thrown ojien, and 
t liora appeared at it the most beautiful 
woman I bad erer seen. We were fairly 
eiectrlfled by her beauty. She had defied a 
well-known edictin showing us her face, us 
wo know. Instantly as slie apptMrcd wc 
saw her throw something over the wall, 
and then she closed the window. It. waa a 
note which aba bad thrown. We all rnabed 
to pick It up. The prize waa won by a 
Swedish Captain, wbo Immediately pocket- 
<. d iu 

When we arrived at the landing the 
tSwedlsh Captain invited me on board his 
lUjip. Wo had been so intiiimte during our 
slay that, the rest of our p.u iy could not 
take olTdbseal this preference; but how- 
anxious tbey were to know the contents of 
that note! I insisted that no gentleman 
could ask, nor would any divulge its con 
tents, which justly belonged to its captor. 
Onoe on board, the note was opened, when 
an agitation seised the captain which made 
him appear to me like a lunatic. 

"Captain," besaid, handing mo the note, 
"you are married, and circumsiancos have 
proved how mncb you love your wife. I am 
unmarried, and bare fallen desperately in 
love. Help me by your advice. What aball 
I do! My slii]) is ready to sail, and the 
wind Is fair. I do noi own the veaael or 
cargo and tliereforo have no right to detain 
ber. Read, and tell me what to do." 

As my own marriage had been very ro- 
mantic, this affair was doubly exciting to 
ino. The nolo was written In a good En 
^lish hand, as follows: 

"I know yon are rtirl»tian«, and wlU save mt 
from this lifi: of ileK-nidntinn. Entombed In thia 
burem, from which there is no oUier way of aa- 
eaiMj, I appeal t<t you m tiktcv tn have iiic. r,in\, 
I know, will open your hearts, (;lve niMlotn. and 

Siildn you lo iDorrow night to a sllkun thread 
irown from this window, near where you found 
my note. To the thread attach your anawer. 
Death nwalta diaoorery. 

The night was spent in devising means of 
rescue. The captain swore upon the Bible 
that be would marry her if rescued, and if 
abe would consent. Jewels an most prized 
when most difllcult to obtain. 1 was in full 
aympathy with his feelings, and when tba 
day broke oar plan of action had been de- 
termined. I saw that he was unfitted to go 
to sea, iiis head being entirely turned, and 
to ease hla conscience upon the point of his 
duty I pointed out that the Interest of all par- 
ties would be served best If he abonld defer 
bis departure until the dark moon, when 
the plan devised could bo put into opera- 
tion. This would necessitate a delay of 
five d^ya. 

Among our friends we were to pretend 
that no importance attached to the missive 
which the lady .had thiovvn out.

The flrst night we half 
staggered up to the gate, handed the guards 
one hundred piaaters, and then showed 
thom our empty pockeU, whereupon they 
allowed us to pass through the gate, point 
ing to their hearts to assure us that no one 
should pass that way to molest us. Each of 
us carried the usual paper lantern toilluim- 
nate the way, and we wore well armed with 
pistols and cutlasses. During the day we 
had pai'cd the distance from the gate to the 
spot where we might expect to find the 
thread, and wa now had bat to pace oS the

During the day also wa had not falM to 
show ouraalvea fraquently In tba atraat to 
let the priaoaar know wa maaat to commnal* 
cate with bar. 

Wo found the thread slid attached our 
note of reply, flrat puttmit Ottl our lights to 
avoid diaeovery. Bof tly polUat Iba tUMa^ 
wa felt a gentle strain in VepV, aHd Ih^ note 

waa pulled up, to rtnlcll, we prayed, the 
hands of her wlio so anxiously uwaiteti it. 
Oa our return to the gate It was immediate- 
ly opened when we had knocked and the 
guard had recognised our Bngllsh volees. 

Our letter toth» contained the follow- 
ing: 

"l*he tlflh nlKht. counting from to morrow, we 
will reaoue vou l»v a rope Isdilrr. A\ one o'clock 
we will attach a Ml oMK line to the en 1 of your 
cord. Pull thik uui.l the l»d ler n iichca J-oU. 
Tbc lino will be aufflelcntly sircnit lo hett your 
wsight. Placs the line over a hmk i>r post, but 
do nut make It fn'.l We will hold tke end, w) 
fearnol. The line uill Withdnlwii alter your 
deem-.t, i... iii.,i u,. ..ii, « ,11 discover the msnner 
of your i".r q>e. There « '11 tM- no pioon. Hefore 
davhrciiU jou will be on ii vessel urider way for 
KiiKlund If vou c;in devlsr sny other means or 
have any sir.-.-clioK'. t.i make y.Miran conmiuni 
eate at* hef-ni . we will p.iss niKlillv unlil we 
ha*-»' Vv'.me t tken fnmi you. We are two who 
have sworn to s;,ve you. One of us will ascend 
lo assist 111 your descent If you de^l^' It. May 
tJod, to wh(tm you hare prayed, nerve you lo 
your task. 

The next night we rcceiyod the fallowing 
answer: 

"I win pr"Vldi' the ladder, which i/n:i will pull 
toward ^ ou by the cord. I have a trusted euTiurli 
w ho will a-sisi nte. as his life t>elong)" lo lae. 
Think well of the dun<e-. 1 hnvi till rmht lo 
place you in ieojiBn*yi lacasi^ot discovery, a 
rope^addee tIpOii you would pr«vo your guilt ; 
**tl would he seized and dttpt^sed of, none would 
know how except the headsman. Your onme 
and mine are punishable by death. My life la 
nothing, nor wnuhl I be missed, hut you have 
loved ones at home. Should vou chanjre your 
mind on the nl;,'hi appointed. 'Co,! have mercy 
uptinme; I will not liv.- i.i ^.e the licht of ao- 
othord.iy. I have often ni'Mlirao .l this act. 1 
have felt that tloil. to wlimu I haie always 
pniyed. Wiiuld deliver nie. uiel thiit 1 u-ouitt be 
allowed to thunU tmii m His sariclinvy If you 
do not Itnd the cord vou tiiav Ui:ow that 1 have 
been tMUmyed. It ail is nale. lle- conl will l>e 
weighted with a sll!:en purse coutalnlio; Je«cls 
to reward you and to assist nic to my escape. 
Should you aot nntl this token it will be because 
I kav» besB diiaovered- Then be on jour Kunrd 
attainat asssMlnatiaa. t shall adt look for yuu 
nntil the hour named." 

Uy friend, CXptatn H . bad fallen most 

desperately in lovo. I say desperately, 
because he neither slept, utc, nor drank: 
nor would he give me any rest. It was re- 
assuring to mo to soo a fellow so far gone: 
1 had thought myself the only one who 
could bo so "cracked." Ho was always at 
my heels, and had become my shadow I 
learned his whole history. The cause of 
his going to sea was tha removal of a flaxen- 
haired, blue-eyed school-mate, who bad 
been his bclove<l littlo friend from hla 
earliest memory. Her parents had moved 
to Moscow, and thence, as he w as informed, 
Ui Udessa. fiom which |wrt he had last 
sailed, Willi a cargo ot grain for Falmouth 
for ordci°s. At Odessa ho had made the 
most searching inquiries, and learned that 
a family ot the same name had gone to 
Alexandria about six years prerlous.

A few iiiiii- 
utcd later we returned and had our cigars 
and lauterua lighted, pretending that tbe 
latter had been put out accidentally. They 
were so ready in assisting us that wo gave 
thoiii another handful of piasters, and 
iiiudo them understand not to allow any 
one to follow us. They earnestly proiiuse.l 
Bud we start<Ml again, our hearts almost 
bursting with rapid pulsation. We found 
the cord: a purse Was at the endofit So 
far all was safe. 

Uunniug to tbe farther gate as quickly as 
possible, we repeated our former strategy 
of brilws. and the guards promised us that 
while ^ve wore in the street nobwly should 
pass them. Thus wo had the field to our- 
aalvea, with guards on eitber haAd to pro- 
tect us from Interference. 

We i clurneit to the spot where the purse 
lay. It was rea Illy discuvercd by rea.soii 
of its brilliancy, being worked in gold and 
silver threads. A stout cord waa attached 
to it. We pulled gently upon the cord and 
drew down a ladder made ot silk. 

The night was dark, not a star visible.

He fell on his 
knees and begged to be taken with us. But 
this was impossible. He was to be relieved 
by another guard at four o'clock, and his 
absence would have caused the discovery 
of the escape. Hhe advised him lo return, 
close the window, and let go the ro|M.'. tShe 
would not bo missed until noon, wheu it 
would be impossible to know during whose 
watch she had made ber esca|J0. It might 
be supposed she had committed suicide, as 
she had frequently threatened to do, and 
might have done, by throwing herself into 
the Bosporus through a trap in the floor ol 
a boat-house near by. 

She did not sp^k nor evince any terror, 
but trusted us entirely.

With muf- 
fled oars wo pulled for my friend's brig. 
Wo liail proceeded not more than flfty yards 
from the shore when wo beard our pur- 
suers jumping into boats at the landing. 
Who they were we could not tell, but they 
bad not the ooetomary lights with Ibem to 
indicate that they were honest citizens. 
The extreme darkness favored our flight 
among tho many vessels anchored in the 
harbor, most of whiob %g4 thair anchor 
llghu up.

She was new free to act f Or h«rself , Hut I 

was stire that if she tnarrleil hlnl she wotila 
have a I n ini,' husbauid. As I had been 
concerned iu her rescue from captivity I 
felt it my right, aa wall aa my duty, to urge 
her to accept him. She did not uttar a 
word, but remained perfectly passive. I 
advised him to leave the cabin Bad get his 
ship under way at oaoa. ICy boat*a crew 
would asalat him. Tlia vaaael must be out- 
side tbe harbor. I said, before daylight, and 
before sunrlsd be well Into the Hoa ot Mar- 
mora. And so we parted 

It Was five o'clock when t reached my 
shiiL SUep tfaa ont ot tba quaation. Tbe 
evcnta of the previous few days were like a 
dream out of which I had just awakenwl. 
The consequences iiuv'ht have been serious 
to me. But 1 was always ready for advou- 
turaa, and had bean in many a predicament 
eriially hazardous. I lived, as all young 
sadors live, on romance and daring. The 
exclteiiient of this occasion was as exhil 
arallng to luo as champagne is to a wlao- 
bihlier. 

In the mornin;; 1 Was Visited bysayeral 

of the captains wli;> had been my guests of 
the uighi before. 'I'iioy had Ie;i s.eue fear 
lor our safety whoa thoy learned that a 
conflict had taken |ilace between the guard 
in tho street we pasted through and a band 
otliroek robbers Two of the robbers had 
been killed. These ne.ist h.ive been our 
pursuers, who, ofter we had eluded them, 
had returned and attacked the guard. Tbey 
wera overpowered by a company of soldiers 
from the fort, who were tnaking their 
rounds to relieve the guard Of c jurso 1 
knew nothing of what had become of the 
Swedish Captain. I assuaM them that be 
wi'iit safely op board, affl was to have 
sailed at sunrise, and that, as the wind was 
fresh and fair 1 sup|l^s.■.l ii.' w.is off. I 
feigned an attack of rhe.:iii.iiism as an ex- 
cuse for not going ashore that day. The 
following day our Consul, hearing I was 
sick, came on board. From him f learned 
one ot tho wives ot a i'nsha of the army had 
made heresca|y? by tho aid, it was sup- 
posed, of the Ureek robbers, some ot whom 
had been capturesl and would be ezecated 
unless they told where their companions 
and tbe captive wore to be found. It was 
supposed tbat she was held tor a ransom. 
A rigid search was made on board all the 
Oreek vessels, of which there wera many 
lying in tbe harbor, but, of course^ the 
lady was not found. 

Our Consul, 1 think, bad blsansptoloaaaa 
to tbe manner of tha lady 'a aaoapa frop the 
palace. He asked bm to dine with huTaajw 
ing that I, being a person so well known la 
I'cra. would be iiuss,-,i if Idld not go a-shora 
and show myself at my usual resorts. 1 took 
his advloe, and dined with him, remaining 
all night at the Oonanlata, which he Insisted 
ufKin my making my home for the rest of 
my stay. He was loo much tif a geutloman 
to question me, whatever he may have 
thought, and I deemed it advisable, baoaaao 
of bis oBlclal position, to keep him in ignor 
ancc ot my part in the affair 

I will here give Ihe sequel Nine years 
later, while in command of the clipiier ship 
Droadnaught, arriving in Hew York ono day 
1 made fast at my usual berth at the foot ot 
Hector street, when Captain Hope, a Sandy 
Hook pilot wbo was harbtirniaster at the 
lime, bearded my vessel and told me that a 
Bwedisb brig was lying at Plai>8, M|d that 
her Captain was very anxious to miMtine be- 
fore he sailed. The Constantinople episode 
liad iie.irly p.issed frnin niy mind in the ex- 
citing years tliai had intervened. As soon aa 
ourgang-plank was hauled asbonalady and 
gentleman came on board. I was standing on 
the quarler-dei'k with some ciislotn-house 
oUccrs and passengers Tne lady, wlioui 1 
1 Immediately roi oguited, came forward and 
embraced me with much warmth, and tbe 
gentleman followed snit. Tbe pleasure at- 
tending this happy meeting was shared by 
all who wiinessecl It. Ills needless lo say 
that the pair were tbe Swedish Captain 
and tho lady whom 1 had assisted to escape 
from Constantinople. That truth is Indeed 
stranger than Action is here eiempllfled. 
After leaving Constantinople their joy was 
unspeakable upon discovering that they 
had boaa lovers in their childhood. She 
waa the flaxen*haired girl for whom my 
friend bad pined so long When they 
parted as children her family went to Mos- 
cow, where they remained several years, 
and whera aba bad the adtrantage of an ex- 
cellent education and became a praflcient 
linguist. Her great beauty attrs<-ted uni- 
versal attention. She wa.'* eiuirted liy miinv, 
but won by none. Her tathor received tho 
appointment ot Consul at Odessa, but ha 
gave up this place and migrated to Alex- 
andria, where he beeaino a grain exporter. 
This frequently necessitated journeys into 
tbe interior ot KgypU and bla beautiful 
daughter was bis constant companion. 
Duiing one of these excursions their eara- 
ran was assaulted by Arabs. Themonwere 
slaughtered and robbed and the women 
wore disposed of among tho chiefs. Bho 
fell to tbe lot of one who sold ber Into tbe 
harem, whence she was rescued by us. 
When the pair arrived at Falmouth, after 
the rescue, they were married and sailed 
for Antwerp, where some ot her jewels 
were disposed of to purchase the brig 
which be commanded when they paid their 
visit to me on board the Dreadnaught. They 
had sailed tngi-1 licr around the world, but 
this was ibeir flrst voyage to New York. 
Colonel Orabam, now clerk of the Court ot 
Common Fleas, was custom house officer In 
ctiargc of my ship at that time, and ho lives 
to bear wi* iiess t hat lie heard this remark- 
able tale told in my cabin by the Swedish 
Captain at that time. Uy friend the Capt- 
ain has since sold his vessel snd retired 
from sea-life.— "/'rom Ihe yorttatth (o th»
